Works project. 

In response to Council ' s inquiry on the request by George and Ann Matheson 
to make improvements to the Pruss Wilson Drain, K. Smart, P. Eng. recommended 
that a petition under Section 4 of the Drainage Act be presented by the 
Mathesons before Council should initiate proceedings to make the improvements. 

Ministry of Natural Resources enclosed a copy of a Licence authorizing 
the Brethren of Early Christianity to extract a maximum of 50; 000 Tons of 
materials from their pit located in Part of Lot 12, Concession 11 (Blenheim) 
in 1982. 

The Regional Assessment Office delivered the 1981 Assessment Roll for 
1982 taxation purposes.

Mrs. Marjorie Davison of Canine Control Shelter, Simcoe, Ontario enclosed 
signed copies of a one year Canine Control Agreement. 
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Ministry of the Solicitor General enclosed a copy of the recently 
enacted Ontario Fire Code. The Code is administered by the Solicitor 
General through the Fire Marshal and is enforced by municipal fire depart- 
ment personnel in their capacity as assistants to the Fire Marshal. The 
code is intended to ensure a high standard of fire safety in the buildings 
used and occupied by the citizens of Ontario and to bring uniformity to the 
variety of fire prevention by-laws in use throughout the Province. 

Township of St. Vincent, R. R. #1, Meaford, Ontario requested Council's 
endorseation of a motion encouraging all Canadians to stop paying sales 
tax and merchants to refrain from collecting taxes. Council moved to note 
and file the correspondence. 

The Township of Glanbrook, Mount Hope, Ontario requested Council's 
endorseation of a resolution petitioning the Government of Canada to take 
immediate steps to lower interest rates being charged on loans and mortgages. 
Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

The Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed a revised fee 
schedule for various Municipal Encroachment Permits. 

Township of Norwich enclosed a Notice of Decision of the Court of Revision 
for the Forrest Drain regarding three (3) appeals. 

Union Gas Limited enclosed copies of agreements enacted by the former 
Township's of Blandford-Blenheim respecting pipeline crossings on Municipal 
lands. They also requested information on municipal drain crossings along 
the route of the proposed 42" pipeline. 

Ministry of the Solicitor General advised the Mr. Ken Agnew has been 
appointed the Fire Services Advisor for this area. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a 1981 attendance summary 
for Authority members complete with a 1981 Directory showing the various 
boards and committees in the Authority. 

Mr. Leslie Adamkiewicz, R. R. #3, Bright, Ontario personally delivered 
a letter to Council advising that he would be willing to sell pit run 
gravel to the Municipality in 1982 for 80 cents per cubic yard with a 
minimum quantity guarantee of 20,000 cubic yards, or 82 cents per cubic 
yard for lesser quantities.

Mayor Robert Gilholm presided. Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston and 
Councillors Al Demarest, Camiel DeSloovere, Edward Down, John English and 
Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

The Clerk presented an Agreement dated April 23rd, 19 82 between Nicholas 
Meszaros, the owner of a portion of Lot 13, Concession 1 (Former Blenheim) on 
the west side of Main Street in Princeton and the Township concerning the 
purchase of a portion of Mr. Meszaros property for the purpose of erecting 
a new fire hall in Princeton. The agreement offered to pay Mr. Mezaros the 
sum of $14,000.00 less costs for an area of land with 12 feet of frontage 
on Main Street, by approximately 127 feet of depth. Council after considering 
the proposal, and the value of the lands passed the following resolution: 

Moved by Camiel DeSloovere 

Seconded by Kenn Howling 

Be it Resolved that Council authorizes the Mayor and Clerk-Treasurer to sign 
an Agreement dated April 23rd, 1982 between the Township and Mr. Nicholas 
Meszaros, being an offer to purchase lands in Princeton for the purpose of 
building a new fire hall. 

The Agreement specified that the Township would look after all legal 
matters in the transaction, including severance and surveying of the lands. 

The Clerk advised that several persons in Drumbo had requested a decision 
by Council on the request of the Drumbo Parks and Recreation Board concerning 
the installation of new ball lights at the ball diamond located on lands owned 
by the Drumbo Agricultural Society. The Agricultural Society allows the 
various Community groups to use the diamond and adjoining lands, however, they 
are not involved with capital expenditure on the facility. Council after 
considering the matter passed the following resolution;

Seconded by Camiel DeSloovere 

Be it Resolved that Council agrees to grant $5,000.00 to the Drumbo Parks 
and Recreation Board to assist in purchasing new lights for the Drumbo 
ball diamond, and further that Council agrees to advance an additional 
$5,000.00 as an interest-free loan to the Board to complete the light 
project in 1982, with a seperate agreement being prepared outlining a three (3) 
year repayment plan for the loan. 

Earlier in the evening from 8:15 p.m. until 10:15 p.m. Council members and 
the 4 District Fire Chiefs, namely Allen Kipp, Rod McNamara, Bill Baird, 
and Harold Davidson, plus Bright Fire Captain, Bryan Wilson heard a presentation 
from Mr. John Rowell of Oxford Communications and Mr. Terry Bennett of 
Motorola Limited concerning pocket pagers to be used in the new proposed 
fire alert system. 

Mr. Rowell demonstated a Wespage II pager and Mr. Bennett demonstrated 
a Motorola Minitor. 

Council in reviewing the matter and all the complications involved with 
the telephone systems, and associated agreements concerning costs agreed 
to discuss the matter further at their May 5th, 1982 regular Council meeting. 
Council instructed the Clerk to contact all the District Chiefs and receive their 
opinion as to which pager they would prefer, and why, and report back to 
Council at the next meeting. 

The Clerk advised Council that the approximate costs for paving the Princeton

County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that the Cornelius Darby 
application for severance was granted, and the Daniel G. Stauffer application 
for severance was denied. 

Notice was received from A. Lome Milton, 39 Elgin St.W., PRINCETON, Ontario 
stating that he was appealing the decision of the County Judge concerning the 
assessment of his property. The appeal will be heard by the Ontario Municipal 
Board. 

Council authorized the hiring of Hugh LaFay, Sales Tax Consultant to 
prepare the Township's Ontario Retail Sales Tax Rebate Claim. 

A letter was received from Al Hutton, Mississauga, Ontario, the owner of 
the former Baptist Church property in Wolverton, advising that he will be 
installing deadbolt locks on the doors of the building to prevent vandals 
from entering. The windows previously were screened, therefore preventing 
access and vandalism. Council was satisfied that the building has been 
properly secured, which should satisfy the concerns of the residents of the 
village. 

Ministry of Municipal Affairs enclosed a copy of the final 1982 apportion- 
ment for the County of Oxford, being information used to calculate the 
Township's share of County expenditures. In 1982, Blandford-Blenheim will be 
responsible for 10.276% of the general levy of the County of Oxford. 

County of Oxford enclosed a copy of By-law No. 2412-82, being a by-law 
adopting the estimated expenditures of the County for 1982. The Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim 's share of the total expenditures amounted to $603,130. 

Oxford County Board of Education enclosed their 1982 requisition for 
education costs being; Elementary - $923,303.00 and Secondary - $884,667.00 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food enclosed details of the 1982-83 tile 
drainage loan program. Two major changes to the program for the forthcoming 
fiscal year are: 

a) The maximum loan will be 60% of the cost of the work, or the amount 
applied for. 

b) The lending rate for 1982-83 debenture issues has been increased to 
10 per cent. 

The Township's initial allotment has been set at $92,00 0.00, the same 
total that was debentured during 1981-82. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed an advance subsidy 
payment for 1982 road and bridge expenditures in the amount of: 

a) $171,900.00 for the regular expenditures 

b) $184,500.00 for 1981 carry-over bridge expenditures 

Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing enclosed planning guidelines for 
municipalities regarding Private Roads. 

Margaret Birch, Provincial Secretary for Social Development advised Council 
that Ontario will celebrate Senior Citizen's Week from June 20th-26th, 1982 
with the theme used last year, being "We All Have A Lot to Share", as the 
focus for the week's activities. 

Literature was received from Roger Larose, President of The Terry Fox 
Canadian Youth Centre. The Centre will open September 19th, 1982 and will 
offer an opportunity for Canadians to get acquainted with the views and 
ideas of other Canadians their own age.

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford, Land Division Committee advised that an application for 
severance was submitted by Nicholas Meszaros. 

David J.B. Stock, Township Solicitor, recommended that By-law Number 
213-78, being a by-law to restrict the depositing of stones or brush on 
road allowances, be amended to include the phrase "obstruction of ditches 
or culverts on Township Road Allowances" . The new by-law would restrict 
the practise of extending cultivation into road allowances, thus obstructing 
the existing ditch and normal drainage. Council requested that a new 
by-law be prepared for enactment at a subsequent meeting. 

David J.B. Stock, Township Solicitor, enclosed a deed in duplicate 
concerning the Township purchase of lands from the Pentecostal Church in 
Bright.

A letter was received from Mr. Cameron Shantz, President of the Plattsville 
& District Horse Breeders Association, acknowledging and rejecting two (2) 
different offers previously submitted by Council to the Association for the 
purchase of lands known as the Horse Show grounds. The Association submitted 
a counter offer to the Township for the purchase of the entire lands.

A letter was received from Mrs. Betty Schiedel, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Drumbo Parks and Recreation Board, thanking Council for their $5,000.00 
grant towards the purchase of new lights for the Drumbo Ball Diamond. The 
Board also advised that the request for an additional $5,000.00 loan from 
Council will not be required, since the actual quote for installation was 
less than verbal estimates received earlier in the year. The total cost of 
the project completed, will be $10,080.00 with $5,080.00 being contributed 
by the Community through various fund raising projects.

He gained 
the respect of all of us who worked with him. 

Bob was a successful farmer, and an active conservationist. 

He was a family man with a devoted wife and five fine children, a devout "Christian", 
and a key member of the Plattsville Missionary Church. 

He daily demonstrated his Faith, in his dedicated service and duty to his family, his 
church and his community. 

Bob was a good friend!"

The purpose of the meeting was to sort out the fire boundaries of the 
following fire departments, namely, Drumbo, Plattsville, Princeton, Ayr 
and New Dundee. The information that was submitted to the District Fire 
Chiefs did not correspond with the area that the Fire Chiefs felt should 
be covered. The areas in question were Concession 4 (Former Blenheim) , 
and the areas covered by the New Dundee and Ayr telephone exchanges . 

: Council in reviewing the matter with the District Fire Chiefs agreed 
to have the following areas changed: 

1. Plattsville Fire Department is to cover the area previously covered 
regardless of telephone exchanges. 

2. The Drumbo Fire Department is to cover the area previously covered 
regardless of telephone exchanges. 

3. The area shown on the new fire map being Concession 4 (Former Blenheim) 
being covered by the Princeton Fire Department is to be now covered 

by the Drumbo Fire Department. The Fire Chiefs and Council felt that 
the Princeton Area was large enough at the present time since they 
cover an area in the Township of Burford, south of Highway #2. Prior 
to the new numbers being submitted to the residents; Concession 4 
was divided in the following manner: North Half - Drumbo Department 

South Half - Princeton Department 

Mr. Rod Taylor advised Council that he would attempt to have the 
information prepared for the properties that were missed with the confusion 
with the telephone exchanges, plus information to change Concession 4 
from the Princeton Department to the Drumbo Department by Friday August 27th, 
1982. 

The District Fire Chiefs involved advised that they would contact the 
homeowners involved and present them with the telephone numbers or in the 
case of Concession 4 the change of departments sometime prior to September 1st, 
being the date that all property owners are to commence giving grid numbers 
when they require fire emergency service. 

Mr. Taylor advised that he would have new maps drawn up for the affected 
areas, plus update the card filing system that is presented to the central 
dispatch office and the fire departments in the Township. 

Discussion was had on straightening the east fire boundary in the former 
Township of Blenheim before preparing the final new maps. Council requested 
the Clerk to prepare a report showing the number of properties that would 
be affected with minor changes being made to the Boundary that divides the 
Township Fire Departments from the Departments outside of the Municipality, 
namely Ayr and New Dundee. Council will make a decision on this matter at 
a later date. The District Fire Chiefs involved advised Council that they 
would have no difficulty in covering a large area.

The Land Division Committee denied the Anton Sop application for 
severance, since the proposed severance would create a non-farm residential 
development in the Rural Area, which is prohibited by the County of Oxford 
Official Plan. 

Mr. Stewart Watts, P. Eng. for the County of Oxford enclosed a copy of 
a letter the County received from CN Rail, regarding the retirement of 
railway structures in the Village of Drumbo. CN Rail advised that the 
railway has called tenders for the purchase and removal of the former 
Drumbo subdivision, and the contract is expected to be awarded in the near 
future. The successful contractor will be responsible for removing all 
overhead bridge structures on the line, and restoration also will be 
required to provide level crossings in conformity with the existing road. 
The work is proposed to be done during the 198 3 construction season. 

Ontario Hydro enclosed a report outlining the Southwestern Ontario Route 
Stage Study for the expansion of the bulk power transmission system in 
Southwestern Ontario. Public information meetings will be held in deter- 
mining the location of the routes and the site; the closest one in this 
area being scheduled for Thursday, November 25th, 1982 at the Oxford Centre 
Hall from 2:00p.m. - 5:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. - 9:30 p.m. One area being 
studied is a transmission line corridor, approximately 3 Km in width, on 
each side of the Highway #401 boundaries from London to Milton. Council, 
in reviewing the proposal, encouraged that residents in the Township attend 
the public information centre to become more familiar with the areas 
being studied.
